The population of Sierra Madre 
has shown an increase of 930, or 
26.20 per cent, since the last cen¬ 
sus, according to a comprehen¬ 
sive county-wide estimate of pop¬ 
ulation made recently by the 
Western Statistical Association of 
Los Angeles. According to this 
estimate, the population of Sierra 
Madre amounted to 4,480 in Jan¬ 
uary, 1934, as compared with 
3,550 as shown by the 1930 cen¬ 
sus. This estimate is a part of 
a complete study of population 
trends in each of the 45 incor¬ 
porated cities in Los Angeles 
County.

in proportion to their growth. 

The population of Los Angeles 
County, which was 2,208,492 in 
1930, is estimated at 2,424,450 for 
1934, an increase of nearly 10 
per cent, according to the Asso¬ 
ciation. Unincorporated territory 
showed a gain of almost 15 per 
cent, against an average gain of 
less than 9 per cent for the 45 
incorporated cities. Preliminary 
estimates indicate that the popu¬ 
lation of Los Angeles County for 
1935 is nearly 2,500,000.

Showing an astounding 25-foot 
rise since May, 1934, the Sierra 
Madre water wells are now at 
the highest level in many years 
and testify to the efficacy of the 
city's spreading ground and set¬ 
tling basin system which has 
taken full advantage of the sea¬ 
son’s high rainfall. 

Last year in mid-May, Well 
No. 1 measured 189 feet from 
the surface, while this month the 
measurement is slightly better 
than 164 feet. It must be under¬ 
stood that these figures represent 
distance of water level from 
ground level, and that the nearer 
the water is to the surface the 
easier pumping operations be¬ 
come— with corresponding de¬ 
crease in operating cost. 

This rise in well above the ave¬ 
rage of wells at other points in 
the foothill-San Gabriel Valley 
region, all of which show rises 
of from six to fourteen feet above 
last year's readings. All figures 
wil lprobably be increased even 
more by the end of June, when 
the peak of percolation is due. 


State Road Engineer Cortelyou 
this week conveyed the State's 
aceptanee of the Orange Grove 
avenue paving Job, and stated 
that the improvement was re¬ 
ported to him as being "one of 
the best jobs in the entire 
secondary highway system." 

The work was carried through 
by SERA labor, under city su¬ 
pervision, all material costs be¬ 
ing defrayed by an apportion¬ 
ment of State gasoline tax funds 
Final oiling and gravelling was 
done by the local road depart¬ 
ment. Frequent rains delayed 
completion of the job. 

Plans are now underway for 
the Orange Grove storm drain, 
which will be designed to divert 
waters from flooding over the 
Baldwin and Arcadia properties 
to the south of Sierra Madre. 
City Business Manager A1 S. 
Myers hopes in the event of such 
a project to secure a high-speed 
asphalt surfacing to replace the 
present gravel road, at no cost 
to the city.

The local post office has been 
designated as a Postal Savings 
depository, starting June 1st, ac¬ 
cording to a notice received from 
the Post Office Department by 
Acting Postmaster R. O. Cauktn. 

Deposits will be received in 
amounts of $1, $2, $5 and up 
to $500. Postal Savings certifi¬ 
cates will be exchanged for the 
deposits, bearing interest at the 
rate of 2 per cent per annum. 
The certificates may be cashed in 
at any time, with interest com¬ 
puted quarterly. 

The government has provided 
another means of accumulating 
dollars, by issuing 10c Postal 
Saving stamps, to be affixed to a 
card. The card will be worth $1 
for deposit when it is covered 
with ten stamps. 

The Postal Savings system is 
described as a noncompeting in¬ 
stitution, designed to be a valu¬ 
able aid in the practice of econ¬ 
omy and thrift. Information on 
any point of the system is avail¬ 
able at the post office.

In justice to 
the chain stores, it should be 
stated that only one or two of 
the multiple-unit organizations 
have been guilty of employing 
the buyer-owner brokerage sys¬ 
tem. And the decision of the 
chains to back the present drive 
against the practice should be of 
material assistance in securing 
| enactment of the remedial legis- 
: lation. 

The Agricultural Council, inci¬ 
dentally, went on record at its 
regular legislative meeting as be¬ 
ing opposed to all extortionate 
and discriminatory chain store 
tax bills, designed to use the 
taxing power of the State to 
force the great chain organiza¬ 
tions out of business. 

It is the position of the farm 
cooperatives that any bad trade 
practices which may have sprung 
up, incident to the mushroom 
growth of the chains, should be 
eliminated by agreement and cor¬ 
rective legislation. 

And the Council, mindful of 
the fact that the great distribut¬ 
ing systems of the chain stores 
are a vital factor in the market¬ 
ing of California produce, has

As a matter of fact, the fre¬ 
quent charge that chain stores 
take money out of the State and 
the community, is entirely un¬ 
founded insofar as California is 
concerned. In California, accord¬ 
ing to a recent report of the 
Federal Trade Commission, pur¬ 
chases of farm products by chain 
food stores last year exceeded 
their sales of foodstuffs to Cali¬ 
fornia consumers by more than 
$90,000,000, due to the fact that 
purchases were made here for 
their stores throughout the Na¬ 
tion. 

Both the farmer and the store- 
man will be on the path to better 
days if a policy of fair dealing 
is maintains in the future, and 
to this end all groups must de¬ 
vote their best efforts.

A total of 8,200,049 pounds of 
fruit, or all of that handled this 
season to April 1, will receive 
the 15-cent per field box, or the 
nearly one half-cent per pound 
refund. The two extra disburse¬ 
ments of this season to date total 
total 30 cents per field box or 
nearly 1-cent per pound. 

Besides this addition to regular 
pool proceeds, these progressive 
growers have also invested the 
greater part of 1 cent per pound 
for advertising. This has greatly 
assisted in selling 5,260,000 
pounds of calavos outside of 
Southern California so far this 
season. The advertising has also 
built up a good will and a future 
demand of great value for these 
grower’s fruit, known as "cala¬ 
vos.”
